REMARKS 



Claims 1-50, as amended by the Preliminary Amendment 
filed March 18, 1998, are pending. 

Claims 1-50 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, as allegedly lacking enablement. The Office Action 
asserts that the ''sort of generic, broad guidance" exemplified at 
page 9, lines 19-20 of the specification provides little 
practical guidance, allegedly because the reactants in the
